Thei*3 are 
2400 braves and warriors, inclusive of whom 
Satola, chief of the Kiowas, is the first brave, 
and Kicking Bird the second brave. The In- 
dians now on Fort Sill reservation number 
7254, of whom nearly half are Camanches and 
Kiowas.
